Today it is the capital city 
of Pakistan, a nation built around 
and on a religion, the Moslem. 
Others have already observed 
that it was strange that Gandhi, 
who was a deeply religious man, 
wanted to found a secular na- 
tion, and that Jinnah, the Mos- 
lem leadér, who was a somewhat 
irreligious man, wanted a nation 
founded on the Moslem faith. 


A Way of Life 


The Hindu religion is not real- 
ly a religion. It is a way of life. 
Gandhi, for example, was a Hin- 
du. Yet his favorite song was a 
Christian hymn, “When I Beheld 
the Wondrous Cross,” and he re- 
garded Jesus as perhaps the 
. greatest of all teachers. He was 
fond of reminding those Chris- 
tians who looked with some dis- 
favor on Asiatics that “Jesus was 
an Asiatic.”” Gandhi could say, 
with candor, that he believed 
himself to be a Hindu, Christian 
Moslem and Jew. He kept a pic- 
ture of Jesus on his wall. The 
Hindu religion is too involved to 
be treated briefly. It is more a 
way of thought, of morality, and 
of deep self-examination, than a 
religion. It demands a constant 
search, as opposed to the Chris- 
tian concept of saving grace, or 
the “gift of eternal life.” Gandhi 
was killed because he insisted on 
Moslems’ having full rights and 
being protected in the new coun- 
try of India. He had sought to 
end the rioting and murders 
which reached great and terrible 
totals following the divisiop. He 
was shot on Sunday, Ja. 25, 
1948 at a big meéting attended by 
both Hindus and Moslems. A 
Hindu killed him, wishing him 
out of the way so the campaign 
against Moslems might. continue. 


Separation 


Pakistan was formed when all 
hope of a united India, within 
which both Moslem and Hindu 
had lived for years without seri- 
ous trouble, had faded before the 
political ambitions of others. Its 
mame was suggested by the first 
letters of the districts which 
originally were proposed for it. 
It occupies two areas of what was 
original India. In northwest 
Pakistan, of which Karachi is the 
heart, there are 27,000,000 in- 
habitants. In northeast Pakistan 
are 45,000,000. Between the two 
areas are 800 miles of the Indian 
Union. 


The British system of colonial 
control of an area so vast as 
India had included the formation 
of feudal states, all owing alle- 
giance to the crown, but each in- 
dependent of anything Indian. 
There were 565 such native 
states, situated like so many forts 
over India, preventing or retard- 
ing nationalist feelings. * 

It was their rulers, maharajas 
and nawabs that gave the false 
picture of India which many 
Americans have. They had great 
quantities of jewels, castles, 
and many wives. Their elephants 
wore jeweled harness and bro- 
caded trappings. They lived in 
luxury and magnificence while

tion, and ignorance. 
What the real India thought of 
them was apparent after inde- 


pendence. They were allowed to | 


keep what they had and to be- 
come eitizens. But they were re- 
sponsible te Indian government.

Proud City 


Karachi is a somewhat sensi- 
tive, but proud city. It is per- 
haps the most tedious of all in 
its examinations at the airport, 
its requirements of filling out 
many forms.

The other night on one of those’ amateur

WASHINGTON—How difficult it is to main- 

tain and encourage a truly free-enterprise, com- 

ii aaa petitive economy under the stress of demand for 
military production is being revealed continually now in our gur- 


rent defense program as it was during World War II.

established giants in various industrial lines are ready and the 
business gravitates to them, making them bigger and more pow- 
erful, and it is hard for small business to subsist and for new enter- 
prises to get a start, though there is plenty of business that they 
could perform. Similarly, it is the big, established companies that 
are in.a position to lend their experts, sometimes top officials as 
well, to the government to man the offices here which make the 
decisions on allocations of business and contracts, with the result 
that the system approaches a closed corporation. 


There. is currently an exam- 
ple of this dilemma, involving 
aluminum, with electric power 
also an issue. 

Because of the difficulty of 
getting new producers into the 
field, the larger share of the 
initial aluminum expansion pro- 
gram went to the three major 
producers—Aluminum Company 
of America, Henry J. Kaiser and 
Reynolds Metal Company, which 
are all set up, 

As the program moved into 
its second phase, Secretary of 
Interior Chapman still was 
searching for independent pro- 
ducers, which is not only in 
keeping with his own known 
views on encouraging new ven- 
tures and checking monopoly, 
but also is a policy laid down 
by President Truman in a di- 
rective over a year ago. 


This instructed the..Secre- 
tary of Interior, in consulta- 
tion with the attorney general 
and the chairman of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, to 
follow a policy as far as is 
possible consistent with the 
Defense Act and without im- 
pairing the defense program 
“of eliminating any factors 
which may tend to suppress 
competition unduly, create or 
strengthen monopolies, injure 
small business or otherwise 
promote undue concentration 
of economic power.” 


Eventually along came an in- 
dependent company, Harvey 
Machine Co., which had Navy 
contracts in World War II, with 
a proposal to produce aluminum 
in Montana with power allo- 
cated from Hungry Horse Dam, 
a new government project. It 
would require the bulk of the 
power output. This s“smed a 
solution, and so it was ar- 
ranged for the company to go 
ahead. 

But it ran into trouble in 


financing. Then Anaconda Cop- 
per Co. came into the picture 
with an offer to underwrite the 
bulk of the project, which be- 
came the Anaconda - Harvey 
project. To Secretary Chap- 
man, this did not look much like 
assisting independent business, 
Anaconda being a giant in it- 
self dominating the state of 
Montana. Mr. Chapman refused 
to make a contract for power 
from the Hungry Horse project 
with this combination. He stood 
not only on the President’s di- 
rective, but also on acts of Con- 
gress directing that benefits of 
our natural resources, in this 
case waterpower, be made avail- 
able in a way to promote com- 
petitive business. 

Charles E. Wilson, defense 
mobilization director, and Man- 
ly Fleischmann, NPA adminis- 
trator, disagreed on the ground 
that the defense program re- 
quired prompt action to get this 
aluminum production under 
way, and that delay would im- 
pair that program, which was 
a condition in the President's 
directive. So there is a stale- 
mate, and no final solution like- 
ly until Secretary Chapman re- 
turns some time hence from an 
extended trip. 

Again he is confronted with 
the same difficulties of getting 
an independent company into 
production. Again he brought 
the attormey general and the 
Federal Trade Commission into 
the situation by writing them 
of his decision. 


The problem still remains to 
get new independent ventures 
through the charmed circle, 
with them being gobbled up, as 
in the Anaconda-Harvey epi- 
sode, so that they are no longer 
new independent ventures, but 
more of the same old pattern.

of the water will pull it out 
of shape. Be careful, too, that 
the rinse water is of the same 
temperature as the wash water. 
Decided changes in temperature 
can cause shrinkage and en- 
danger the sweater’s downy 
softness. 


After you've rinsed 
sweater thoroughly, blot it be- 


tween two towels to take up as 
much moistureas possible, Then 
block it by slipping in the card- 
board drying frame you made 
especially for that particular 
sweater the day you mought it. 
The cardboard needn’t extend 
to ribbed cuffs or waistband, as 
ribbing tends to keep its elas- 
ticity -better when no tension is 
put on it. Lay the sweater flat 
on a dry towel away from heat 
er sun. 


While nylon and cotton knits 
need the same warm  sudsy 
washing as wools, blocking is 
optional and they usually come 
out in fine shape if they’re 
simply spread flat or hung over 
a shower rod to dry. It’s a good 
idea to run _ coarse basting 
threads through knitted rib- 
cotton bandings before washing 
to be doubly sure they stay snug 
as new.

First Civil Rights Law Was a Flop 


In 1739 the Spanish governor of Florida 
issued a manifesto proclaiming equal rights 
for Negro slaves. They were to have their 
freedom, the same pay, subsistence, housing 
and all other privileges previously enjoyed 
only by whites. They were to be allowed to 
form regiments with officers of their own 
race. Like most so-called “civil rights” legis- 
lation, the act bore a magnanimous, benevo- 
lent face that was actually a mask for the 
vicious, selfish maneuvering of the political 
clique in control. The real reason for the act 
was twofold; first, the Spanish were well 
aware that England’s infant colony of Georgia 
was really established as a military buffer 
against Spanish aggression from Florida. 
Second, if the Spanish governor of Florida 
could wipe out the colony of Georgia without 
precipitating war with England, it would 
greatly enhance his political prestige in the 
Royal Court of Spain. There were few Negro 
slaves in Florida. In South.Carolina, how- 
ever, there were about 40,000 slaves and only 


cretly to spread the “civil rights” propaganda 
among slaves and to encourage them to run 
away and join the new Spanish Negro regi- 
ment. When the outfit was fully recruited 
and trained, they were instructed to launch a 
campaign of arson and murder along the 
Carolina border. The Spaniards believed they 
would continue into Georgia and wipe out 
the colonists. The plan might have succeeded 
but for one error. They selected Sunday for 
the massacre and-on that day pioneers of all 
classes were gathered at the country churches. 
They evidently didn’t know that the law re- 
quired all men attending church to go fully 
armed! When the alarm spread, the Negro 
troops suddenly found themselves surrounded 
by tough squads of fighting men whose deadly 
fire left the field covered with casualties. 
Those who escaped were left to die in the 
wilderness. In Florida the Spanish shrugged 
off the whole thing and turned their atten- 
tion to other matters. So the first civil rights 
law in America was the sugar coating used to

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 — (Ff). 
A joint Senate-House committee! 
Thursday accused a Senate sub- 
committee of “crying wolf” in re- 
porting a dangerous lag in the 
nation’s defense mobilization pro- 
gram. 


The joint committee commend- 
ed top government officials for| 
performing ‘“‘an outstanding job of 
defense mobilization.” 

Sharply challenging the sub- 
committee’s note of alarm — but, 
agreeing there have been “lags in. 
certain lines” of defense produc-| 
tion—the joint committee said in| 
a report: | 

“Your committee cannot reason- 
ably conclude that the nation has 
failed to maintain its minimum 
military strength in an effort to 
place butter before guns.” 


RARE SPECTACLE 


The somewhat rare spectacle of 
one congressional committee quar- 
reling with another stemmed from 
a recent series of reports by the 
Senate armed services prepared- 
ness subcommittee levelling criti-| 
cism at various phases of the 
multi-billion-dollar defense pro- 
gram. 

The subcommittee, headed by 
Senator Johnson (Dem., Texas), 
has a “watchdog” assignment to 
keep an eye on the mobilization 
effort. | 

The other group is the Senate- 
House defense production commit- 
tee, headed by Senator ee 
(Dem., S. C.), 


In a report last week, the J ens! 
son subcommittee declared: | 

“Deliveries on defense hard 
goods —. planes, tanks, ships and 
guns—have fallen dangerously be- 
hind schedule, We are not achiev-| 
ing as idly as possible the! 
minimum fecessary force essential 
for the ‘security of the United 
States.” 


IMPROVEMENT POSSIBLE 


The Maybank committee, re- 
porting on its own survey of the 
mobilization picture, conceded 
that “many improvements could 
and should be made in the rate’) 
of defense production, but it said: 

“The committee refuses .to be 
alarmed “at the unconfirmed re- 
ports of failures to maintain a. 
minimum of -national safety.” | 

A committee aide said this was 
a direct allusion to the Johnson 
subcommittee’s critical report, 
which the Senate-House group it- 
self did not mention by name. 

Moreover, the. Senate-House 
committee said it agreed unani- 
mously that Defense Mbobilizer 
Wilson and other top defense 
planners should be commended 
for having accomplished “the un- 
precedented feat of striking a 
happy medium between military 
preparedness and a healthy na- 
tional economy in a colossal war 
of nerves.” 


Senator Bridges 
Strongly Backed — 
For Floor Leader 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6—(INS). 
Supporters of Senator Bridges 
(Rep., N. H:) for Senate GOP floor 
leader are confident they have 
the votes to over-ride any oppo- 
sition. 

Influential Republican senators 
have reportedly agreed _ that 
Bridges, an Easterner with no 
presidential candidate commit- 
ments, is the best bet for party 
harmony in a year of intensive 
presidential politicking. 

Although the Bridges forces 
foresee no fight, there were whis- 
pers of discontent among some 
would-be backers of Senator 
Knowland (Rep., Calif.). But 
Knowland reportedly has given 
them little encouragement. 

Bridges, who would succeed the 
late Senator Wherry (Rep., Nebr.), 
is the ranking GOP member of the 
Senate. He reportedly agreed to 
take the job until the end of 
1952 when the next President will 
have been elected. |

Set Aside a Corner Space 
To Make Sandwich Filling 


Streamline your work for that early morning chore of sandwich 


making. Any homemaker, with a little planning for efficient lunch 
box packing, can reduce her work time considerably. 


The’ first step in organizing 
supplies and utensils is to set up 


a sandwich making corner for 
them. Arrange to have it close 
to the bread box and bread 
board: Have sharp knives for 
cutting and spatulas for spread- 
ing within easy reach.
